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Thb Department of Printed Books ia extremely rich in objects of 
interest and curiosity. As, however, the space available for their dis- 
play is limited, it has been considered advisable to make such a selection 
OS, nnder the circumstances, may be most instructive. 

Of the very first efforts of the inventors of the Art of Printing no 
specimens are known that can be clearly identified as auch, but books of 
sufficiently early date exist to enable us to ahov its rise and early pro- 
gress, and this ifl dl that the present eiliibition can pretend to trace. 

Block-Books, although the immediate preciiraors of printing, must 
not bo regarded as the form in which tlie art first developed itself, but 
rather as the perfection of another art, which had prevailed for many 
years previously — that of engraving on wood — and perhaps of one par- 
ticular form of it, that of card-making. 

The Books which are displayed in the show-cases for the purpose of 
tracing the progress of the attof printing occupy Cases III. to VIII., and 
are claascd according to coimtiies. This arrangement was necessary, 
because, although Germany took the lead, printing rapidly spread itself 
into other countries, and was carried on contemporaneously and with sur- 
prising vigour. It also displayed a remarkable distinctness of national 
character. Nothing can be more massive and vigorous than the 
German type, but it possesses none of the artistio grace and elBganoe 
of the Italian, which again differs totally from the fanciful and pleasing 
French type, while the English, in the hands of Caxton, shows four 
different forms (only one of them tolerably good, and that an imitation 
of the Secretary Gothic of the French) — gets on but little better with 
Lettou and MachUuia— becomes hard, fixed, and ungraceful with 
Wynkyn de Worde, and only approaches elegance in the works of 
Pynson. 

The subjects of the books printed within the first twenty or thirty 
years of the introduction of the art also display a national individuality 
as striking aa that of the type. The prevailing subjects of those 
printed in Germany arc Jurisprudence, Theology, and Philosophy ; of 
those printed in Italy and France — Theology, Jurisprudence, Sciences, 
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ooHntdes Grammar and Language find a pla<^ but not a prominent 
one until towarde the close of the centuij. 

Having shown the piogreBS of the typog^aphio art in the QCteenth 
oentujj, the next caee (No. IX.) diaplafs Bpecimena of eainptnous 
printing — i. e. works printod upon Tellum and on lorga paper — and 
also of fine printing of more recent date. And here, in the speoimena 
of modem fj"" printing, it will be seen how completely the diatinctivti 
chftr^ter of the type of each country has diaappeored with lie pro- 
ureap of refinement, the beautiful type of Italy, called the Boman, 
griving the others out of the field, anil leaving only so much diCTerence 
as is recognisable by a practiced eye. 

The next step in the art, as displayed in Case X..,iathe lUumifxdion 
of books. The Illumination, or pictorial embellishment, of manu- 
B cripts luu a retnate origin, and when printing had become established, 
w^ applied to printed books, but to those only of a more costly 
cliiractot, and particularly to those printed on vellum. 

The lUtntration of books by meatw of engravings on wood or copper 
is shown in Case XL The simple unoolouied outline did, in ract, 
precede the coloured picture. But the first efforts of this nature on 
wood were extremely rude, owing, it is said, to the jealous refusal of 
the practised engravers on wood to assist by their skill the art of 
printing, which they feared would injure their own. The first printers 
were therefore obliged to engrave their own illustrations, as they were 
to cost theic own type. The first illustrations were on wood, and in 
this, as well as in printing, Germany took the lead, being again closely 
foLowed by Italy, which, on the other hand, had the honour of pio- 
ducing the first book with coppei-plate illustrations — Antonio Bettini's 
Monte Sancto di Dio. 

The illuBtrations from engravings on wood and oopper are followed 
by two cases containing a nuscellaneous collection of literary curiosi- 
ties and autographs, and the lost comprises apecimens of bookbinding 
ftem the sixteenth century downwards. Of this art it may be observed 
that, like that of printing, its earliest specimens display a degree of 
excellence which cannot be surpassed at the present day, and which 
modem binders are proud to be able to imitate sucoeastully. 

The table cases in which the books above referred to are exhibited, 
are placed in the room occnpied by the magnificent collection pre- 
sent by the Bight Hon. l^mas Oienville, and in the King's Library. 
The room on the right or oast side of the Hall, and opposite to the 
Great Staircase, contains the Qienville Library. This oollectian con- 
sists of 20,240 volumes, and coat its late owner upwards of £54,000, 
The same high feeling which characterised all his actions led him to 
bequeath his libisry to the public as an act of justice. Hiswords ate. 
" A great part of my library has been purchased from the proSts of a 
sinecure ofBoe given to me by the public, and I feel it to be a debt and 
a duty that I should acknowledge tiiis obligation by giving that Ubrary 
so acquired to the British Museum for the use of the public." On a 
pedestal in the centre of the right side of the room stands the bust of 
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Hr. GrenTiUe, the gift of the Bight Hod. Sir DaTJd Bundaa, Utel; a 
Trnijt«e of tlie Btitiah Museam. On tho left Bide of the room are two 
taUe oates, vberain ore laid out Block-BookB, of which the following

Oi quitting the QreuTilla Room, the visitors pass through an apart- 
inent containing MBIlDB(^dpts, and entei the King's Library. Tliis room 
-was built ex^essly to reoeive tlie noble collection of books formed by 
His MnjestyKingGIeorgein,, which became the property of the nation 
during the reiga of King George IV. The royal coUeotion is remarXable 
not only for the judicious eelection of the works and the discriminating 
choice of the editions, but for the bibliographical peculiarities and rarity 
of the copies. On each side of the room are six table cases, numbered 
respectively UI. to XIV. The books exhibited in the caaos on the left 
side of the room iUuatrate the rise and ewlj progreea of the art of 
printing ; those on the opposite sidu display certain pecaliarities of 
printing, specimens of illustrations, of tnndiug, or some feature of 
special int^est. The contents of the several ceeat are as follow :—
